I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


VAater  Supply , 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the  Manchest 
er  Corporation  mains.  The  supply  in  all  cases  is  direct  to  the  house. 

Fifty  five  samples  were  collected  on  the  direct  distrib- 
uted supply  during  the  year  and  all  these  vvere  free  drom  coliform 
bacteria. 

PI umbo  Solvency.  The  Thirlmere  lafce  has  a low  plumb o- 
solvent  actionpbut  nevertheless  it  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime 
BO  as  to  raise  the  pH  value  upon  distribution  to  7.0  to  7.5.  THe 
amount  of  lead  picked  up  from  lead  service  pipes  after  over-night 
contact  does  not  exceed  0.2  p.p.m.  as  Pb, 


Sewerage  & Drainage . 

Small  amounts  of  defective  drains  and  sewers  have  been 
found  & remedied  durinf  the  year. 

Eradication  of  BedBugs  and  other  "^nsect  Pests  * 


No  cases  of  bug  infestation  Y/ere  discovered  during  the 


year, 

22  V/asps  nests  were  destroyed.  The  Departments  help  was 
-^sked  for  in  the  elimination  of  other  pests  v\fhen  D.  D.  T.  , C-ammexene 
and  other  remedies  vrcre  supplied. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


Very  few  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  occurred 
during  the  year.  In  most  cases  they  v/ere  treaterd  at  home.

Rodent  Control. 


Under  the  Rats  & Mice  (Destruction)  >.cts  1919  the 
County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act» 

The  County  Council  have  delegated  their  powers  to  this 
Council  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector' acts  as  Rodent  Officer. 

Two  of  the  Council’s  workmen  have  attended  courses  of 
instruction  in  Rodent  Control  and  their  services  ere  utilised  in 
this  v;ork  as  and  when  required. 

The  Ministry  of  Foods  recommended  methods  are  used. 

Sewer  tests  are  taken  at  6 monthly  intervals  and  the 
results  have  been  gratifying. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip j Sewage  Farm  and  Towns  Yard  are 
baited  monthly  as  a routine  matter  and  at  other  times  if  found  nec- 
essary 

No  serious  infestations  have  been  found  or  reported.  The 
usual  cases  reporLed  are  of  occasional  rats  infesting  hen  runs, these 
have  been  found  usually  in  the  outlying  district  and  have  been 
speedily  dealt  with,.
